KILLED BY BSE STINGS. 


fingular Death of Mrs, Fader,a Pennsyl- 
vania Bee Keeper’s Wife, 

GovuLpvILLE, Pa., September 29.—Thomas 
Fader of this place keeps several hives of bees 
in bis garden. Yesterday forenoon he was at 
work among his bees. A man with whom he 
had gome business dealings called at his house 
tosee him. Mrs. Fader went out to call her 
busbend into the house. As she approached the 
bee hives a number of bees flew into her face, 
acd she was stung several times. Oneofthe 
bees stung her in one of her nostrils, and an- 
other one stung her on the upper lip, at the 
Laee ot the cartilege dividing the two nostrils. 

irs. Fader’s cries brought her husband to 
thespot. He extracted the stingers and applied 
wet earth tothe wounds. Hewent with his 
wife back to the house, and had nothought of 
apy coneequences resulting from the bee stings 
niore serious than the swelling and pain. He 
left his wife in the kitchen applying ammonia 
to the wounds,and entered a front room,where 
bis visitor was, A few minutes later he heard 
a heavy fall in the kitchen. 
fcund Bis wife Jyipg in convulsions on the 
ficor. Her nostrils were swollen shut,and her 
lips were twice their natural size, and had 
turned dark b’ue. She breathed short and 
quick through her mouth, Her face was s0 
swollen that its identity was entirely lost. Mr. 
Feder hurried his visitor after a doctor, but 
before one arrived his wife died in her hus- 
band’s arms. The doctor said that the stings 
in ber lip and nostrils had sent a shock like 
electricity in her brain, and from that to her 
jungs and heart, so severe that she was unable 
to rally from it. Mrs. Fader was 28 years old. 
It was but forty-five minutes from the time 
that she was stung until her death. 


WATER ALL AROUND. 


Jacksenville, KFiorida, Quarantined by 
Water—Heavy Rainfall. 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla., September 29.—This 
city is quarantined by water as far as the rail- 
roads are concerned. At least thirteen inches 
of rain has fallen in the last ninety-six hours. 
Water in the streams continued to rise last 
night, and the roads are so washed out that 
the railroad people think it unsafe to send out 
any butwork trains. No train has arrived in 
this city since last night except from the south, 
and through travel cannot be resumed 
except over the western division — of 
the Florida railwsy and navigation 
system before, Thursday.

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FOUR NEGROES LYNCHED, 


THB DANGLING BODIES BY A 
NORTH CAROLINA ROADSIDE. 


The Bloody Murder of the Finch and Gunter Fam- 
ilits Avenged by the Outraged People—The 
Usuel Supply of Outreges from Texas 
~Crimes from O:her Places, 


‘ALEIGH, N. C., September 29.—Last night, 
four negroes, Jerry Finch, his wife, Lee Ty- 
sonand John Pattishall, were lynched, one 
mile from Pittsboro, Chathem county. They 
were taken from jailand their bodies were 
found this morning suspended toa tree near 
the public road. This is the terrible sequel to 
the tripple murder of the Finch family on 
the night of the 4th of last July, and of the 
murder of the Gunter family, pear the same 
spot, ecme eightcen months sgo, There 
were two of the § Finch family, 
Ecware, aged seventy-nine, and his sister 
sged 61. They were found on the morning of 
Sunésy, July 5, lying on the floor with their 
throats cut. Nearthem lay their servant, a 
negro boy, aged 16. All had been knocked in 
the head with an ax. Suspician rested earl 
on the negro Jerry Finch, and he was achisled 
it wasa greet task from the first to prevent 
the lynching of these parties. Lee Tyson was 
afterward arreeted, and gome time later 
John Pattishall was taken on 
the charge of being concerned 
in the Gunter murder, and possibly in the 
Finch murder. He was said to have been seen 
near the spot where the Gunters were killed, 
and next morning was in another county, and 
told the firet news known there of the crima, 
Detectives from Richmond worked up the 
case, The verdict of the coroner's jury was 
long delayed, they feeling that it was adverse 
to the prisoners they would be promptly 
lynched. The verdict, when rendered, was 
against the prisoners. A majority of the peo- 
ple appeared to be well satisfied that these 
percons were guilty of both murders, for both 
were mysteriously connected, 
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FOUR PEOCOPLB MURDERED. 


Their Throats Cut erd Their Skulls Crushed 
With an Ax. 

Austin, Tex., September 29.—A horrible 
tragedy was enacted on Sunday night, in 
which acolored man and three colored wo- 
men were brutally murdered by having their 
skulls crushed with anax. They were ser- 
vants to the family of W. Bb. Dunham, editor 
ot the Texas Court Reporter, and occupied a 
shanty inthe rear of his premiseson Guada- 
loupe street. The names of the victims are 
Orange Washingtor, his wife, known as Ger- 
tie Vaxce, Patsy Gibson and Lucinda Boddy. 
From the testimony and surrounding circum- 
stances, it appears tbatthe assassin entered 
the room where they were sleeping,"through 
a window, and before any of them 
awoke succeeded in strikingall four of them 
with the ax. Seizing Gertie Vance, he 
dregged her tbrough the window, threw her 
over the ferce, then pulled her tbrough the 
weeds across a vacant lot to the rear ofa 
stable, situated about 75 yards from the 
shanty. At this place she must have recover- 
ed consciousness, a8 evidences of astruggle are 
abundaut. He, however, overpowered her 
and battered her head with 
a brick to a § jelly, and  ap- 
psretly whileshe was struggling between !ife 
and death, outraged her. While tho fiend 
wee GC. minitting t™ta horrnr, Tuciada Boddy, 
recovering somewhat from the effects of the 
blow she had received, arose and lighted a 
lemp in the sbenty. The assassin 
seeing the light, returned, and sticking his 
head through the window, cursed the woman 
ard ordered her to put the light out. Upon 
seeing him she screamed and ran from the 
building. He leaped through the window and 
put the light out and then followed and over- 
took the fleeing women just as she got to the 
front gate. A desporate strugge ensued, dur- 
ir g which Mr, Dunham, who had been awak- 
ened by the woman’s ecreams, threw open his 
frort door, and, thinking the disturbance a 
simple row, ordered them to cease their noise. 
The weman freed hersslf from 
the grasp of ker assailant sad rushed 
to Dunham, im poring protection, 
and sayirg the man had murdered every one 
in theshanty. The murderer ran as soon as 
the women escaped. Dunham aroused the 
neighborhood and they started in pursuit of 
the man, who made for the thicket a few 
blocks back ot the house. Several shots were 
fired at him withcut effect, by his pursuers, 
and he gained the thicket and made his escape. 
The cflicers think they will succeed in captur- 
ing him, as they have several clues and a des- 
cription of him. 1f caught he will be lynched. 
Gertie Vance was dead when found. 
Orange Washington died at an early 
bour yesterday morning. Patsey Gibson and 
Lucinda Boddy arein the hospital. There 
are hopes that Lucinda will recover, but Pat- 
sey will die. All the victims are terribly 
gashed in the head and face. The entire de- 
tails of the crime resemble those of the mur- 
der of Mary Rainey and her daughter a few 
weeks ago, andit is generally believed that 
the crimes were committed by the same per- 
con. Two negroes are under arrest on suspl- 
cion, and officers srein pursuit ofa third, 
who answers the description given 
by Lucinda Boddy. Intense excitement pre- 
vails among the whites and blecks over the 
repeated occurrence of the crimes against the 
servants of both races, The authorities are 
using every effort to ferret out the fiends. A 
later dispatch states that the coroner's jury has 
re‘urned a verdict against’*Doc’ Wood,a negro. 
He was captured iast night by oflicers in 
Baird’s cotton field, eight miles from Austin. 
Blood was found on the lower part of his shirt 
and on his sleeves. oe

eral Miles, commander of the military depart- 
ment of Missouri, in his report to the adjutant 
general of the army, says that before the late 
trouble New Mexico was a pandemonium, & 
haunt of outlaws with Indians crowded into a 
bad camp, but the control of the military has 
stopped the isuing of 20,000 more rations than 
the Indians needed, saved $100,000 a year to 
the government, and driven off the outlaws.

A REVIEW OF THE PAST THREE 
QUARTERS. 


A Marked Decrease inthe Number of Fatlures and 
the Amount of Liabilities for the Year 1385 
Thus Far—The Gametobe Said of Gan- 
ada- Other Commercial Noles, 


New York, September 29.—The mercantile 
@ilures in the United States for the quarter 
ending September 30, being the third quartar 
of the year, as reported by R.G. Dan & 
Co’s., mercanti'e agency, number 2,173 as 
egainst 2,346 in the corresponding quarter of 
1884. The liabilities show a remarkable de- 
cline, amounting last quarter to $23,800,000 
as coynpared with $56,600,00 in the third 
quarter of 18S4. For the nine months ending 
with September, the failures show a slight in- 
crease in number over those of last year, but a 
very marked decline in liabili:ies. For the 
nine months of i885 the failures foot up in 
number 8,167, es compared with 7,856 for the 
first nine months of 1884, an increase of 311, 
The liabilities, however, for the firat nino 
months of 1885 were only ¢97,600,000 as com- 
pared with $181,000,000 of sAliabililies in 
the first nine months of 1884. The failures 
thrcughoutthe Dominion of Canada for the 
quarter ending September 50, amount in num- 
ber to 254, as compared with 227 for the cor- 
responding quarter of 1854. The liabilities, 
however, show a marked decline for the third 
querter of 1885. The liabilities are $1,911,000, 
while the liabilities for the corresponding 
quarter cf 1854 were $4,112,000. For the first 
nine months for 1585,the total failures number 
044, es compared with 979 for the first nise 
months of 1884, but the liabilities show a re- 
markable decline, aroounting for the first nine 
months of 1885, to a trifle over seven millions, 
while in 1884, forthe first nine months, the 
lie bilities amounted to $14,855,000,

The Labor Organizations Say He Must Clear 
Out from Weshington Territory, 

PoRTLAND, Ore., September 29.—A large and 
enthusiastic meeting closed late last night at 
Seattle, Washington territory. It was a con- 
vention of laborers called together to devise 

eme means of ridding the country of burden- 
some Chinese. Delegates were present from 
various labor societies and organizations in 
the following places: Tacoma, New Castle, 
Rentor, Black Diamond, Colby, Sumner, 
Squak, Whatcom and Seattle, besides a 
rumber ot citizens not connected with 
any labor society. Organization was 
eflected by the election of the following 
ofiicers: President, Mayor R. J. Wrisbach, 
Tacoma; vice president, Judge P. P. Good; 
eecretary, Walter Walker; assistant secretary, 
Dr. G. A. Galloway; treasurer, M. McMillan, 
of Seattle. 

Many speeches were delivered, and each 
utterance that could be construed to mean the 
expulsion of Chinese by peaceful means, or, if 
necessary, by force, was received with ap- 
plause. Some of the speakors assured the au 
dience that this would surely be the result of 
this question, if not speedily solved, but most 
of them advocated cool but determined action.

Resolved, That on return of delégates to their 
reet ective localities they shall call mass meetings 
to be held on October 30,1885, for purposes appoint: 
ing committees to votify Chinese toleaye on or 
before Novem ber Ist, 1885, These delegates shall 
call a mass reetirg of citizens to hear reports of 
ssid committees on November 6, 1885, 

Kesoived, That these delegates shall inform 
committee at Seattle immediately after their 
respective meetings on November 6, as to what 
action has been taken in this great reform. 

Resolved, That the Western Washington Con- 
gregational association in asking for unqualified 
repeal of Chinese restrictien act, misrepresented 
the sentimentsof the people of Puget sound and 
Pacific slope 
Resolved, That in adopting the above resolu- 
tiovs we are guided by conviction that the en< 

jorcement of same will eradicate Chinese evil 
avd we wiil bold ourselves not responsible for any 
acts of violence which may arise from non-cum- 
plisnce with these resolutions. 

The convention then adjourned,

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THE HELL GATEIMPROVEMEN SS. 

The government by genera! consent is looked 
to to improve al! harbors avd navigable rivy- 
ers ;and at no point has the public money beea 
expended to freely asin New York harbor. 
The immense commerce of New York jasti- 
fislarge expenditures, and no one, there- 
fore, grumbles at the amount he has to pay 
to improve that barber. So indirect is our 
customhoute and internal revenue taxation 
that very few, in fact, stop to think that the 
cost cf deepening the channel at Hell Gate 
comes oft of their own pockets; but neither 
the thoughtiul or the unthinking object to 
the expenditures, great as they have been and 
doubtless wili be. 

Just where the Kast river and Long Island 
sound meet there has always been a narrow, 
tortuous and dapgeroue cheannel—three chan- 
nels, in faci, through each of which theswift 
tides tlowed over hidden rocks, It was yery 
properly called Hell Gate, for trouble and 
digester frowned at every hand, As far back 
as isi8 the government began the work of 
removing ithe more dangerous end agrious 
obsiructions to navigation, and some progress 
was made in removing the,-focks by the 
Maillefert or surface process, In 1867 Gen- 
era] Jobn Newton, now chief of engineers in 
ihe reguiar army, was assigood to the work, 
and he began to blow up the smaller reefa by 
Grilling holes into them and filling the holes 
with nitro-glycerine. f 

Faith in his operations gradualhy increased 


and larger appropriations were ugpie; and in } 


~ 


1869 he began to runa series of galleries 
under Halleti's point, a dangerous rock that 
extended from the Astoria shore °25 feet 
under the eastern channel. He first builta 
hesvy collerdam, in which he sunk a shaft, 
and from the foot of the shaft he pushed 
headings and cross galleries,< until he had 
fairly ran holes under the entire point. 
These holes were filled with 47,781 pounds of 
dynamite, arranged in isi battery groups of 
20 charges each. The memorable explosion 
took place on Sundsy, September 24, 1576, 
and Tiallett’s point soon ceased to bea terror 
to navigators. The explosion was very satis- 
factory to General Newton, but very disap- 
pointing to those who had assembled to wit- 
ness a striking speciacie. 

The work at Halleti’s point was, however, 
asmall undertaking beside the present one 
of removing the middle reef. This reef lies 
in the stream, between the two channels. It 
consists of Flood Rock, Negro Head and the 
Gridiron, covering in all nine acres above the 
%efoot contour. Only a small backbone, 
however, projects above high water. The 
work of tunneling Fiood Rock was begun in 
187s, An artificial island was first formed 
above the highest portion of the rock; shafts 
were then sunk,and a network of galleries 
extended under the entire nine acres of reef. 
Of course there were many crevices in the 
she!!, but these were plugged aé well as they 
could be, and immense pumps were set at 
work totakecare of the remainder of the 
water. In forming the galleries 80,166 cud! 
yards of rock wére removed, and from the 
galleries 1} 256 holes have been drilled. 

At presentibe d¢elicate work of charging 
these holes with explosives is goingon. The 
explosives used are rackrock and dynamite, 


chiefly the former. Rackrock is a 
comperativel ys new compound. It is 
a mixture of chlorate of potash and 


dinitro-benzole. When these two harmless 
articles are brought together they form en 
explosive thatis eleyen per cent more powsr- 
ful than dynamite, and that costsonly a 
little more than ha!f its prica, The rackrock 
is made en the spot, and tue cartridges are 
filled nearthe shafis. The work of putting 
in the explosives has been going on since 
July 50,and when it is completed the great 
mine will contain 280,000 poundsof rackrock 
and dynamite, The explosion will doubtless 
take place next month. 

Up to Jane 50, 1883, the government had 
expended at Hell Gate $5,156,945, and the 
estimated additional cost of the work was 
$1,600,000, All told the improvement wil! 
doubtless cost over $5,000,000; but when it is 
completed Heli Gate will ba an easy channel 
of fair width, twenty-five feet deep at low 
water. Océan going vessels can then pass 
‘through it. Some lesser reefs will be left, 
but these will be spcedity removed if the 
great submarine blast at Flood Rock is wholly 
succersful, No one seems te harbor any 
doubts on that point, although the manner 
of explosion ia notaltogether free of diiii- 
culties.

The frequent mistakes made by druggists 
filling prescriptions has attracted the atten- 
tion of our law-makers. Itis impossible to 
ray just how frequent these mistakes are. 
A fatal misteke creates a great sensation, 
whereas a.tmiall mistake, the resuile of which 
cannot be readily traced, is usnally attribu- 
ted to something else. 

Druggists and divggists’ clerks haye every 
incentive to prevent and guard against such 
mistekes, and tome of them haye systems of 
their cwn which, it is claimed, work admir- 
ably. Nevertheless, the matter is of such 
importance thatthe legislature is jastified 
in providing regulations of its own, 

The bill inircduced inthe honse by Mr. 
Johnson, of Screven, seems to us to provide 
asimple and yet etlectual safeguard. Mis- 
takes occur ard they are liable to occur 
untilihe law recognizes the necessity of 
providing a preventive of iis own. Mr. 
Johnsen’s bill provides that boities or pack- 
ages containirg sulphates of morphineor 
other deadly poisons shall be put up in scar- 
let wrappers, and that the name of the par- 
ticular poison shall be placed thereon in 
white letters. 

Such a system would undoubtedly serve to 
prevent mistakes of mere manipulation, and

PEN SKRBTCH OF A WBLL KNOWN 
VIRGINIA JOURNALIST. 


A Very Dramatic Story of Bis Great Duel—How 
Fate Drove Two Men to the Border of the 
Grave, From Which One Oaiy Returned 
~Incidents of the Duel. 


From the New York World. 
Wasninetos, September 26.—One of the 
most interesting figures in the Virginia cam- 
paign is Captain Page McCarty, the bachelor 
editor of the Niehmond illustrated peper 
which is nakingsuch e sharp Sight against 
Wise and Mahone.

He has been at the front in nearly every cam- 
paignin Virginia during the last ten "years. 
None of the Mahene people have sever dared 
to seek a quarrel with this quiet voiced, easy 
going, cultivated gentleman. His reputation, 
acquired in the celebrated McCarty~Mordecai 
duel, has made him a shield against ambi- 
tious duellisis. Noone has challenged him 
from that fatal day. : 

That duel was one of the most dramatic 
duels known in the history of the code. Mor- 
decai and McCarty were lite long friends. 
They were representatives of two of the best 
femilies in Virginia. They hed fought to- 
gether during the civil war upon the confed- 
erate side. both had reputations for the most 
reckless ald unquestioned courage. After the 
war they were bright particular starsin the 
very hest society of Richmond. Me- 
Carty became engeged one winter with 
one of the belles of the season. She was 
handsome, proud and very high spirited. For 
some slight reason, not known, the two lovers 
guarelled. The engagement was broken. Hardly 
had the news of this estrangement gotten out, 
when the gossips were startled by the news of 
the engagement of the young lady to Mordecai. 
This was doubtless the rdsult ofa fit of pique: 
A deaediy coo)ness at once was established be- 
tween the two young men. This is the prelude 
to the drama. 

One night, not long after this, at a german 
given at one of the leading houses in Rich- 
mond, the evolutions of the figure danced 
brought McCarty and his former betrothed 
together. She, with a haughty turn of the 
head, leit him, refusing silently and peromp- 
torily todance with him. This marked cut 
naturally made a disagreeable social sensation. 
The next evening, at another house, there was 
alsoagerman. late again brought the two— 
once lovers, now enemies—to this 
house. The same fate wove 2 
figure which was once more to bring them face 
to face as partners. Theleader of the ger- 
man, an amiable young man, saw that the 
two were coming together again. He passed 
near to the young lady and whispered in her 
ear: ‘Dance with him thistime, I beg of you. 
Don’t make a scene.” The young lady com- 
plied. The two lover enemies, without a word, 
embraced each other coldly, and for the last

The next morning there appeared in one ot 
the Richmond papers a brief poem. li de- 
scribed the bliss of a lover who holds his 
dearly beloved in his arms as they are whirled 
about to the passionate measure of a 
waltz. This poem was signed ‘1’, 
young lady read this poem, and thought 
she read between its amorous and glowing 
lines a caustic satire from her former lover,

sult. He, spurred on by the indignation of 
his lady love, called upon McCarty and re- 
proached him in wild and violent language. A 
challenge was passed. Tho seconds, who 
were gentlemen, exaiuined carefully into the 
affair before taking their men upon the field. 
They found that the poem in question had 
been written for a long time, and had besn 
actually in type for more than a week previ- 
ous to the aflair of the german. 

|As a matter of course the seconds declared 
that there was no cause for a duel, as McCarty 
was wholly innocent of the most remote intent 
to ineult Mordecai or his lady love. The 
seconds drew up an agreement in which it was 
stipulated that Mordecai should apologize to 
McCarty for his injastice, and that the duel 
should» ieclared off without any refiection 
upen the honor of either of the combatants. 
The friendship -between the two mea 
bad now turned to such bitter hate 
threuvh their mutual love for the same 
women that the reconciliation was of the 
coldest character. It was in efiect the cover- 
ing over the hottest of fires with a thin layer 
of ashes. The two proud young men stipule- 
ted in the egreement that henceforward they 
were to be strangers and show no sign of re- 
cognition when they should meet. The two 
comrades who hed with the hearty ailection 
ot brothers faced death with the cheer
